Of the 415 Cabinet officers to 
serve in the cabinet since the days 
of President George Washington, 
Mr. McGranery will be the twelfth 
Catholic to hold one of these posts. 
He will be the sixth Catholic to 
head the Department of Justice. 

Another Catholic, Senator

this year—on April 13th; and we 
all know that it may fall any time 
between March 22nd and April 
25th.

The trouble arose out of the old 
difficulty with calendars. We know 
from our Bible that Christ, a Jew, 
sat down on a Thursday evening 
to begin the observance of the 
Passover. The occasion for The Last 
Supper was of course a Jewish ob- 
servance. 

Now the Jews knew perfectly 
well when their Passover was that 
year. They knew that The Last 
Supper was held on the 14th of the

day after the first full moon after ~ 


the vernal equinox. (In case you've 
forgotten, the vernal equinox is 
that time in Spring when days and 
nights. are. .exactly the same 
length.) 


The argument which is known as 
the “Easter Controversy” now 
arose. In Asia Minor especially, 
some Catholics insisted on follow- 
ing the Jewish custom, and picked 
Easter by its relation to the 14th 
of Nisan. They were called 
Quartodecimans, or “Fourteen-ers,” 
and were excommunicated by Pope 
Victor in the second century. 


Settled In Year 325 


The Council of Nicea took u 
the knotty problem in the year 326. 
After some debate the Council 
ruled that it was important that 
Easter be celebrated at the same 
time all over the world. The Coun- 
cil also laid down the principle that 
Easter should always fall on a 
Sunday, and that this Sunday 
should follow the 14th day of what 
was called the paschal moon. Com- 
munications were not too good, and 
this new ruling was not adopted 
immediately in all parts of the 
world. As a matter of fact, some 
missionaries coming to England 
many years later found the British 
still observing Easter on different 
dates from the rest of the world. 

The calendar was finally re- 
formed (we use the Grevorian cal-

Easter. It falls on the first Sunday 
after the first full moon follow- 
ing the 21st of March. 

There is still one joker in this 
arrangement. The “full. moon” 
which is described is in reality a 
fictional moon. It is the moon of 
the calendar, which varies ever so 
slightly from the actions of the 
real moon itself. The reason for us- 
ing this calendar moon is simply to 
obtain uniformity throughout the 
world. Since the spring equinox is 
different in different places, the ob- 
servance of Easter would be differ- 
ent, too—if we didn’t use an arbi- 
trary “calendar moon.” 


Church’s Oldest Feast 


It’s easy to understand why such 
debate should have arisen over the 
observance of Easter. It is the old- 
est feast of Christianity, observed 
from the very beginnings of the 
Catholic Church. Although the word 
itself is derived from “Eostre,” 
who was a Teutonic goddess, Eas- 
ter is preeminently a Christian 
feast. Leo I said it was the great- 
est feast on the calendar, and he 
added that Christians celebrated 
Christmas only as a sort of prepar- 
ation for Easter. 

That may sound like sacrilege 
unless you understand Christ's pur- 
pose. Outside of the fact that He 
was born of a Virgin, there was 
nothing unbelievable or miraculous 
about the birth of Christ. Any 
man, we might say, could be born. 

But only one Man—and He was 


God!—could rise from the dead!) 


As far as we know, no other reiigi- 
ous leader has ever dared to make 
such a claim, that he could rise to 
life after having been killed. 
Founders of other religions have 
often claimed to have had visions,

Through arrangements person- 
ally made by Bishop Buddy, we 
were privileged to bring the story 
of the lay Apostolate to the many 
students and nurses at Mercy Hos- 
pital, Ministering to the sick and 
dying, these young women have 
unusual opportunities of speaking 
words of sympathy and hope to 
their patients. To those who are 
groping for the light of divine 
truth they can often serve as a 
torch, leading to the feet of 
Christ. Working in union with a 
priest they may be God’s agents in 
reclaiming many fallen-aways and 
in helping many converts to cross 
the threshold of the Church. 


It was to the seminary to which 
we turned, however, with the ex- 
pectation that our message would 
find its most fertile field and 
where it would yield its most 
abundant harvest. At El Cajon we 
faced an army of seminarians in 
whose young hearts the zeal for 
souls was burning with a fierce 
ardor. They were preparing for the 
greatest vocation in the world— 
to be priests of the Most High, 
ambassadors of Christ to men, 
heralds of the Gospel and es- 
pecially to be “fishers of men.” 

The winning of souls was to be 
for them not an avocation but a 
vocation; it was to be their life 
work. Every thought, word and 
deed must lead directly or indi- 
rectly to the winning of souls. 
They did not want to learn by the 
slow and costly method of trial 


and error; they wanted to profit 
by the experience of shepherds who | 
had led many sheep to the Mast- | 
er’s fold. ' 

They wanted to be able from the | 
very day of their ordination to | 
fling themselves ihto the essential | 
ministry of the priesthood—the | 
winning of souls for whom Christ | 
died. For four hours, two before | 
supper and two after, we discussed | 
techniques of recruiting and of 
instructing converts and answered 
their many questions. We stressed | 
the supreme importance of the 
“shoe-leather” Apostolate without | 
which all the fine-spun theory of | 
convert work evaporates into thin | 
air. 3 

By calling at homes for several | 
hours each day, in search of pros- | 
pective converts and fallen-aways, | 
the true priest of Christ will never | 
experience a dearth of members 
for his Inquiry Class. He will be | 
busy from morning to night and | 
gloriously happy in leading the | 
lost and the strayed into the house- | 
hold of the Faith and into the arms | 
of the divine Master.
